How Half Million Pigeons 


Were^Wiped Out in 


One County 


IT IS AGAINST SPORT

ames L. Howell, of 1330 Fayette street, 
lorthside. whose mind was turned back 
:o the event by reading some fime ago a 
itory from-St. Louis of the tet great 
nesting; of wild pigeons in Missouri. The 
same year saw.the last roosting of the 
wild birds in- the western state and in 
Pennsylvania. -Mr. Howell saye he was 
>ne of those who took part in the "sport" 
n this state, and with his confession'he 
makes a protest against the extermina- 
tion'of the birds of many species. 


In 1879 or 1880, ' says' Mr. 
Howell, 


pigeons in' great numbers were seen fly- 
ing over Bradford, Pa., and the word soon 
went around that the birds were gathered 
in the woods near Smethport, the county 
seat of McKean county. Hunters by the ' 
score went .out. Long before the place 
was reached they coxild hear the roar of 
the .passing thousands of pigeons, a. roar 
like the waters of'a Niagara. As Mr. 
Howell and his party neared the woods 
they heard the discharge of guns on all 
sides. The slaughter had begun. 
. THey arrived shortly before dusk, in 
time to see the pigeons returning after 
foraging the greater, part of the day. 
The hunters took no time to aim; they 
simply fired point blank into the trees 
and.the birds would fall like chestnuts. 
There was no stopping to pick up the 
birds; .the hunters just kept on firing 
until it was too dark to fire any more. 
They gathered up enough pigeons for 
supper. In the morning, without wait- 
ing for .breakfast, the hunters were busy 
again. The male birds were just leaving 
for the foraging grounds. There were 
thousands .and thousands 61 them, and 
Mr. Howell declares that, although it 
was'a beautiful summer morning, the 
hunters could not see the sun because 
of the clouds of birds. 


Going from and returning to the nest- 


ing place the birds were dropped by the 


thousands, piled up under the trees or 
packed in barrels, ready to lie shipped 
to other points. The slaughter continued 
three days, and then the hunters returned 
to Bradford,' most of them pretty well 
ashamed of what they had done. 
Mr. 


Howell remarks: 


"That was' the last nesting ever re- 


corded in this state. Is it any wonder 
that we never • hear of the wild pigcnn 
any more?

were wantonly 


slaughtered in McKean county that su-m- 
mer. 
Are they extinct, or have they 


migrated to a more humane country? 


"Four or five'years afterward, ring, or 


turtle doves, were quite plentiful in the 
woods in .the northern part of the state, 
but no one ever sees or hears of them 
anv more. It will 'be the same with the 
wild duck, snipe and other birds if the 
war of extermination is not stopped.
